SENTIMENT GROWS 


Reports reaching here from Formosa, Japanese island 
colony off the South China coast, declare that anti-war 
sentiment is surging up among the population. 

Three divisions of troops have been sent to the island 
by the Japanese to suppress possible disorders. 

Meanwhile in North China a stubborn battle with 
neither side asking or giving quarter is being fought by 
the Japanese military who have overrun the country and 
the native Chinese inhabitants. 

The Japanese military authorities, immediately after 
capture of Peiping and Tientsin, issued a blanket prohibi- 
tion of meetings, demonstrations and anti-Japanese lit- 
erature.

China, the fascist-militarist government of 
Tokio has unleashed a brutal war against the 
best spokesmen of the Japanese people. 

A cable report from Tokio reports that 
870 leading Japanese professors, writers, 
democratic politicians and trade union offi- 
cials have been thrown into prison. 

Their crime? They are accused of being 
“pacifists” and opposing Japan's aggression 
against China. 

Considering the fact that a reign of ter- 
ror has been established over the Japanese 
people, and that the outstanding leaders of 
the Shakai Taishuto (the Social Mass Party) 
have betrayed their followers, the news of 
the arrest of 370 who dared speak out, 
speaks volumes of the real sentiment of the 
Japanese people. 


The popular opposition to the depreda- 
tions of the murderous assassins who lead 
the Japanese army is just in its infancy. Yet 
it is a lusty outcry. 

It is interesting to note the persecution 
machinery now employed by the Japanese 
military dictatorship. Those spokesmen of 
the Japanese people opposing the dastardly 
aggression against China are accused of a 
crime against the Fascist triple war alliance. 
They are arrested and condemned for “vio- 


lating the Japanese-Italian-German anti- 


Comintern pact.” 
These arrests cannot conceal or end the 
growing discontent in Japan with the war- 
mad policies of the imperialist-feudal rul- 


ins clique. 


An intensified boycott in the United 


States against Japanese goods—a movement 


that will primarily hit Japan’s war economy 
—will also be of the greatest assistance to 
the rising popular movement within Japan 
itself against the war in China and the 
threat of a world war. 

The best immediate aid that we can 
give to these brave and finest representa- 
tives of the Japanese people who are suf- 
fering under the iron heel of the fascist

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47 Criminals and 
The ‘Defeat’ of Cacchione 


„ The exposure of 47 underworld criminals 
among the civil service canvassers who 
counted the P. R. ballots has a direct bear- 
ing on the latest developments of re-examin- 
ation into the “defeat” of Peter Cacchione, 
Communist councilmanic candidate from 
Brooklyn, 


Originally, Cacchione was declared de- 
feated” by a margin of 245 votes — under 
suspicious circumstances, A re-examination 
of certain ballots yesterday revealed 125 ad- 
ditional votes for Cacchione, while his near- 
est opponent, Abner C. Surpless, a Repub- 
lican, lost 50— the total result thus far show- 
ing Cacchione “lost” by 70 votes. 


During the recount a whole block of 200 
votes were also discovered for Andrew R. 
Armstrong, American Labor Party Council- 
man elect, which had never been credited to 
him. 

Among these 47 criminals are 30 Dem- 
ocrats and 17 Republicans — whose police 
records show rape, burglary, larceny, forgery 
and other crimes. 

Certainly the corrupt Tammany politi- 
cians and the reactionary Republican ma- 
chine of Brooklyn would use such criminals 
in an effort to count out all the progressive 
candidates—and particularly the Communist 
candidates, who are the best builders of the 
progressive movement. 


Meanwhile, this reactionary clique hopes 
to discredit the whole P.R., with all its demo- 
cratic improvements over the previous sys- 
tem. 

A thorough probe into the activities of 
these 47 gangsters is necessary in order that 
the people of New York may know the full 
truth. Perhaps such a probe will account for 
more votes for Cacchione and other progres- 
sive candidates. 


The New York State Communist Party is 
now considering an application for complete 
re-examination of the P.R. count in Brook- 
lyn. The 41,000 people who voted for Cac- 
chione and the people of New York who are 
responsible for the progressive victory on 
Nov. 2 should give every support to the 
moves made in Cacchione’s behalf. 


This Is No Job for 
A Tammany Strikebreaker 


It is not surprising that those that con- 
stituted the backbone of the movement 
which swept Mayor LaGuardia into office 
should be up in arms at the idea of placing 
a Tammany man at the head of the police 
in the city’s largest borough, Brooklyn. 

The heartening thing about this protest 
against the proposed elevation of Inspector 
Harry L. Lobdell to the command of the 
Brooklyn police is that the fight is being 
jointly waged by A. F. of L. and CIO unions. 
And the American Labor Party has lost no 
time in aligning itself with the protest move- 
ment. 

Lobdell represents that policy which the 
people of New York overwhelmingly rejected 
at the polls: the Mahoney policy of giving 
the police a free hand to smash picket lines 
and crack down on civil liberties. 


It was this former right-hand man to 
the labor-hating Grover Whalen who was 
responsible for the shameful attacks on the 
shipyards strikers earlier in the year. In 
the Brooklyn Eagle strike, in the Presto Lock 
strike, in numerous other labor struggles 
Lobdell has shown himself unfit not only to 
hold a responsible post, but to be a member 
of the police department under a progressive 
administration. Instead of being rewarded 
with a promotion, he and the other Tam- 
many stooges that still infest the force 
should be cleaned out entirely.. 

The question of Lobdell’s appointment is 
also of deep concern to the Negro people. Un- 
der his regime as acting head of the Brook- 
lyn police, Negroes have been wantonly shot 
down and an armed yigilante Big Business 
outfit, the Midtown Civic League, has been 
permitted to terrorize the Negro population. 

The trade unions, the American Labor 
Party and progressive public opinion gener- 
ally are united against the promotion of Lob- 
dell. Mayor LaGuardia and Police Commis- 
sioner Valentine have grabbed hold of a hot 


poker which it would be wiser for them to 
drop.

No longer the alleged seeker after 
abstract truths, Dewey yesterday gave an 
interview to the press in which he attempted 
to smear the CIO, a movement of four mil- 
lion workers, with the crudest kind of red- 
baiting. 

What is it that Tom Girdler, James Rand, 
Mayor Hague of Jersey City, and every tin- 
horn Hitler or strikebreaker uses as the jus- 
tification for his open shop violence against 
civil liberty and the CIO? The “argument” 
that the CIO is “Communistic.” John 
Dewey, sponsor of Trotzky’s “defense” in 
America, has become the sponsor of this vile 
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„ There is no concealing the fact in Tokio 
or on the field of its maraudings in China, 
though its aggression is not six months old 
yet Japan is in the initial throes of a series 


As we have emphasized previously, the 
these conflicts, which must sharpen as the resistance 
of the Chinese people stiffens and as the international

The object of the fascist clique, typified 
by the assassin Col. Kingoro Hashimoto, murderer of 
the 73-year-old finance minister Takahashi in Febru- 
ary, 1986, and three other government ministers, is to 
bludgeon a more openly fascist government into power 
at home. Here there are quite likely to be differences 


+ phobia on the question of war against the So- 
viet Union. He may be at odds with the Hashimoto 
faction who are for plunging deeper and recklessly 
into China while at the same time piling provocation 
on provocation against the United States, Great Britain 
and France.

I don't like Dixie, but she is 
undoubtedly a hard-working newspaper gal making some $60 a week.

As for me, I think you're mar- 
vellous—you with your big eyes, perfect skin, gorgeous figure and 
charming ways.” 

And so on. I blushed for Dixie, for “liberal” American newspapers, 
and for the human race.
